PICKLING  VARIETIES 

CHICAGO  PICKLE  —  Most  popular  variety  in  the  Chicago  area.  Used  ex¬ 
tensively  for  the  large  pickling  establishments.  Fruit  medium  size, 
square  ended,  large  and  prominent  spines.  Color  deep  green.  Excel¬ 
lent  early  cucumber. 

EARLY  CLUSTER  —  Vines  vigorous,  producing  the  bulk- of  the  crop  near 
the  root  and  in  clusters. 

EARLY  FRAME  (SHORT  GREEN) — Fruit  straight,  smaller  at  each  end,  bright 
green.  Flesh  tender  and  crisp.  Makes  fine  pickles. 

BOSTON  PICKLING  (GREEN  PROLIFIC)  —  Vine  heavy,  short.  Fruit  short, 
thick,  very  slightly  tapered,  blunt  ends,  uniform.  Good  pickier. 

SLICING  VARIETIES 

A  &  C  —  Uniform,  nearly  cylindrical,  very  dark  green,  well  rounded  at 
ends.  Good  market  gardeners’  variety. 

IMPROVED  LONG  GREEN  —  Heavy,  long  runners.  Fruits  tapered,  inclined 
to  warts,  uniform,  color  medium  dark  with  light  stripe  toward  blossom 
end.  One  of  the  best  all-purpose  types.  Dependable  cropper. 

DAVIS  PERFECT  —  Fruit  long  and  large,  tapered  at  both  ends,  smooth  and 
uniform.  Firm  flesh  with  small  seed  cavity.  Dark  green.  Holds  color 
and  shape  well  in  shipping. 

EARLY  FORTUNE  —  Fruit  long  and  tapering.  Flesh  thick,  white,  firm,  and 
unusually  crisp.  Very  few  seeds.  Rich  dark  green  color  which  does  not 
fade  when  shipped. 

LEONARD'S  SPECIAL  DARK  GREEN  — The  finest  long,  large  variety.  Very 
dark  green.  Note  the  length. 

STRAIGHT  EIGHT  —  Fruit  symmetrical,  cylindrical,  well  rounded  at  ends. 
Color  dark  green.  Ideal  for  shipping  and  home  use. 

LONGFELLOW  (VAUGHAN)  —  Fruit  a  handsome  dark  green,  holds  color 
remarkably  long  after  picking,  straight,  well  filled  at  ends.  Very  few 
seeds. 

EARLY  IMPROVED  WHITE  SPINE  —  Home  garden  variety.  Vines  vigorous, 
fruiting  early.  Prolific.  Fruit  straight,  dark  green,  some  white  spines;

BIG  BOSTON  —  Head  of  medium  size,  compact,  with  creamy  yellow  heart. 
Leaves  smooth,  glossy,  wavy  at  edge  and  slightly  tinged  with  brown. 
Quality  excellent.  A  popular  variety  for  outdoor  culture. 

BLACK  SEEDED  SIMPSON  —  Forms  large,  loose,  yellowish-green  leaves, 
crumpled  and  frilled,  exceedingly  tender  and  crisp.  Very  popular 
home  garden  variety  as  it  is  very  early. 

EARLY  CURLED  SIMPSON  —  Forms  a  close,  compact  mass  of  curly,  yellow¬ 
ish-green  leaves;  early,  hardy,  plant.  Leaves  are  tender,  sweet  and 
of  excellent  quality.  An  old  favorite  with  home  gardeners. 

GRAND  RAPIDS  —  An  excellent  forcing  variety  as  well  as  one  of  the  best 
for  outdoor  planting.  Plant  erect;  leaves  medium  light  green,  very 
curled  and  fringed.  Stands  heat  and  dry  weather  well. 

ICEBERG  —  Large  curly  leaves  of  bright,  light  green  with  a  very  slight 
reddish  tinge  at  the  edges.  The  unusual  solidity  of  the  heads  is  in¬ 
sured  by  the  large,  white  main  ribs  of  the  leaves,  each  of  which 
curves  strongly  to  the  center,  making  it  impossible  for  the  leaves  to 
open  outward  and  expose  the  center  which  is  constantly  and  thor¬ 
oughly  blanched. 

IMPROVED  HANSON  (NONPAREIL)  —  Plant  very  large  with  thick  yellow¬ 
ish-green  leaves;  heads  large,  firm  and  cabbage-like  with  sweet, 
tender  heart.  Good  for  midsummer  planting  and  popular  with  home 
gardeners. 

NEW  YORK  (WONDERFUL)  — One  of  the  very  best  of  the  curled  or  crisp 
heading  varieties.  The  head,  at  first  pointed  or  conical,  becomes 
globular  at  maturity  and  is  of  medium  large  size,  dark  green  in 
color  and  slightly  curled  on  edges.  Heads  are  very  hard  and  well 
blanched.  Quality  is  excellent,  being  sweet,  yet  never  buttery  in 
flavor. 

PRIZEHEAD — The  name  is  misleading  as  it  is  a  non-heading  variety.  Very 
early,  quick  growing,  making  a  lot  of  good  eating  leaves  of  excel¬ 
lent  flavor.  Leaves  are  light  green  with  very  ragged  brown  edges.  A 
most  popular  variety  with  home  gardeners. 

ROMAINE  (PARIS  WHITE  COS)  — The  best  known  and  most  popular  Cos 
variety  in  America.  It  is  medium  large,  medium  green,  and  forms  a 
good,  well  folded  head  of  fine  quality,  which  blanches  readily.

BURRELL’S  GEM  —  Fruit  oval,  slightly  ribbed,  thick,  fine  netting.  Color 
green  shading  to  deep  yellow  as  it  ripens.  Flesh  thick,  firm,  orange- 
pink,  flavorful,  small  seed  cavity.  Excellent  shipping  melon. 

EXTRA  EARLY  HACKENSACK  —  Nearly  round.  Deeply  ribbed,  with  very 
coarse  netting.  Skin  green  tinged  with  yellow  at  maturity.  Flesh 
green,  somewhat  coarse,  but  juicy  and  sweet. 

HALE’S  BEST  No.  36  —  Nearly  round,  lightly  ribbed,  finely  netted,  green, 
shading  to  yellow  upon  ripening.  Flesh  salmon  pink,  thick,  firm, 
stringless,  and  well  flavored.  Not  too  sweet.  Small  cavity.  Fine  early 
strain  for  long  distance  shipping. 

HONEY  DEW — Fruits  round  and  slightly  oval.  Weigh  6  to  8  pounds. 
Skin  smooth  and  creamy  yellow  at  maturity.  Flesh  emerald  green, 
fine  grained,  very  sweet.  Rind  thin  but  firm.  Ships  well. 

HONEY  ROCK  (SUGAR  ROCK)  —  Fruit  nearly  round,  no  ribs,  coarsely 
netted,  becomes  light  yellow  when  ripe.  Flesh  thick,  tender,  salmon 
pink,  and  well  flavored.  Very  small  seed  cavity.  A  new  popular  type. 

HEARTS  OF  GOLD  (HOODOO)  —  Nearly  round,  slightly  ribbed,  finely 
netted,  light  green  to  light  yellow  upon  ripening.  Flesh  very  thick, 
firm,  and  delicious.  Small  cavity  with  a  tight  web.  Color  yellow 
shading  to  pink.  Good  shipper. 

MILWAUKEE  MARKET  —  Medium  large,  early,  pink  fleshed,  prominent 
ribs,  heavy  netting,  oval  shape,  hard  rind.  Shipping  and  eating 
qualities  very  good. 

OSAGE  (MILLER’S  CREAM)  —  Oval,  dark  green,  somewhat  netted  and 
ribbed.  Flesh  extremely  thick,  firm,  rich  salmon  color,  highly  flavored 
and  delicious  to  the  rind.  Cavity  small.  Keeps  and  ships  well. 

PAUL  ROSE  (PETOSKEY)  —  Oval,  slightly  ribbed  and  densely  netted.  Vines 
vigorous  and  productive.  Yellow  flesh. 

IMPROVED  ROCKY  FORD  —  Round,  little  or  no  rib,  heavily  netted,  light 
green  shading  to  dark  yellow.  Thick  flesh,  salmon  tinted,  solid,  fine 
grained,  excellent  flavor.  Very  small  seed  cavity. 

TIP  TOP  —  Productive,  nearly  round,  slightly  ribbed,  shallow  netting.  Flesh 
deep  yellow,  sweet,  juicy,  firm  but  not  hard.  Edible  to  the  very  rind.

WATERMELON 

COLE'S  EARLY  (HARRIS  EARLY)  —  Best  of  the  extra  early  varieties. 
Slightly  oval  with  irregular  mottled  stripes.  Flesh  bright  red,  sweet, 
and  tender.  Hardy  and  productive. 

DIXIE  QUEEN  —  Fruit  round  or  blunt  oblong,  grey  with  dark  green  stripes. 
Firm,  sweet,  juicy,  with  very  small  white  .seeds.  Good  shipper. 

GOLDEN  HONEY  —  Yellow  fleshed.  Oblong  shape,  average  weight  20 
pounds,  dark  green  rind  with  irregular  stripes  of  darker  green. 

EARLY  KANSAS  (RED  RUSSIAN)  —  Fruit  large,  nearly  round,  bright  green 
with  broad,  wavy  stripes  lighter  green.  Flesh  red,  thick,  excellent 
flavor.  Rind  thin  and  tough.  Heavy  yielder. 

HALBERT  HONEY  —  Fruit  long,  slightly  tapered,  dark  green  with  lighter 
green  veins.  Bright  red,  fine  grained,  sweet  flesh.  Excellent  garden 
type. 

IRISH  GREY  —  Long  oval,  blunt  at  ends,  greyish  green  color.  Flesh  bright 
red,  sweet,  firm,  well  flavored,  few  seeds. 

KING  AND  QUEEN  (WINTER)  —  Skin  light  cream,  with  faint  stripes  of 
light  green.  Remains  edible  for  several  months  when  properly  stored. 
Excellent  quality. 

KLECKLEY’S  SWEET  (MONTE  CRISTO)  — Large  fruits,  oblong,  tapering 
towards  stem  end,  dark  green.  Flesh  very  bright  red,  exceedingly 
sweet,  crisp,  and  tender.  Unsurpassed  for  home  use  or  near  markets. 

IMPROVED  BLACK  SEEDED  KLONDIKE  —  Dark  green  rind,  bright  red 
flesh,  small  black  seeds.  Excellent  variety. 

STRIPED  KLONDIKE  —  Deepest  red  watermelon.  Sweet,  stringless,  melt¬ 
ing.  Rind  light  green  with  dark  green  stripe,  thin,  hard,  tough.  Good 
shipper. 

PHINNEY'S  EARLY  —  Long,  with  blunt  end.  Mottled  shades  of  green. 
Flesh  pink.  Loose  seed  web  with  many  seeds.  Rind  thin  and  brittle. 
Garden  variety. 

STONE  MOUNTAIN  —  Very  large,  medium  green,  round.  Flesh  highly 
colored,  solid,  few  seeds.  Can  be  shipped  to  near  markets,  but  not 
long  distance.  Popular  in  south  where  it  attains  great  size. 

SWEETHEART  —  Large,  heavy,  productive.  Oval,  mottled  light  green.  Flesh 
bright  red,  solid,  tender,  sweet. 

TOM  WATSON  —  Large,  similar  in  type  to  Kleckley's  Sweets,  but  larger 
and  better  adapted  to  shipping.  Outstanding  shipper’s  melon.

MUSTARD 

CHINESE  BROAD  LEAF  —  Plant  medium  large,  vigorous.  Leaves  broad, 
large,  oblong,  slightly  crumpled  and  scalloped  at  edges. 

FLORIDA  BROAD  LEAF  —  Very  large  leaf,  broad,  smooth  saw-toothed 
edge,  broad  white  mid-rib,  bright  green.  Quick  growing,  spreading. 
Holds  well  in  hot  weather. 

SOUTHERN  GIANT  CURLED  —  Leaf  wrinkled,  blistered,  curled.  Yellowish- 
green,  prolific.  Mainly  used  in  South  for  winter  greens. 

LARGE  SMOOTH  LEAF  (BLOOMSDALE)  —  Large,  smooth,  green  leaves. 
Quick  growing.  Upright  when  young,  spreading  with  age.  More 
easily  prepared  for  table  than  rough  leaf  types.  Good  variety. 

MUSTARD-SPINACH  (TENDERGREEN)  —  Rapid,  vigorous  growth.  Narrow, 
spoOn-shaped,  dark  green  leaves.  Stands  longer  than  most  kinds 
without  seeding.  Combines  mustard  and  spinach  flavor. 

OKRA 

DWARF  GREEN  —  An  early  dwarf,  with  dark  green,  fluted,  pointed  pods. 
Prolific. 

LONG  GREEN  —  Like  the  dwarf  strain,  except  that  the  plants  are  four 
to  five  feet  tall. 

PERKINS'  MAMMOTH  LONG  POD  — Stalks  tall,  treelike.  Pods  pointed, 
ribbed,  slightly  curved,  tapered  and  dark  green.  Very  productive 
and  fairly  early.  Main  canning  variety. 

WHITE  VELVET  —  Stalks  tall,  slender,  treelike.  Pods  slim,  pointed,  some¬ 
what  ribbed,  cream  color.  Productive  and  early.  Good  garden  type. 


ONION 

JAPANESE  (EBENEZER)  —  Used  mostly  for  growing  sets.  Keeps  extremely 
well;  does  not  run  to  seed  readily.  Bulbs  flat,  deep  yellow,  firm, 
thick  skinned. 

PRIZETAKER  —  Productive,  large.  Good  for  fall  marketing.  Bulb  globe 
shape,  light  yellow  skin  with  mild,  white  flesh.  Plant  in  beds  and 
transplant  for  best  results. 

RIVERSIDE  SWEET  SPANISH  —  Large,  well  shaped,  weighs  from  one  to 
three  pounds.  Unusually  mild.  Keeps  well.  To  grow  large  bulbs  thin 
plants  to  6  or  8  inch  spacing. 
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ONIONS  — PARSLEY 


YELLOW  GLOBE  DANVERS  —  Bulbs  medium  large,  globe  shaped,  yellow 
skin  with  white  flesh,  firm  and  hard.  A  good  keeper. 

SOUTHPORT  YELLOW  GLOBE  — Large,  perfectly  shaped  globe.  Keeps 
exceptionally  well  through  the  winter.  Very  productive,  dark  yellow, 
handsome  appearance. 

SOUTHPORT  RED  GLOBE  —  Perfect  globe  shape.  Peep  red  skin,  with  red 
flesh,  tinted  white.  tough,  thin,  close  fitting.  Flesh  strongly 
flavored.  Good  keeper. 

SOUTHPORT  WHITE  GLOBE  —  Bulbs  round  and  of  good  size.  Solid,  pure 
white,  skin  thin  and  brittle.  Good  for  winter  storage.  Also  used  for 
early  bunching. 

LARGE  RED  WETHERSFIELD  —  Flat,  deep  red;  flesh  pinkish-white  and  very 
firm.  Used  extensively  for  growing  sets. 

WHITE  PORTUGAL  (SILVERSKIN)  —  Medium  thick,  flat  shape  when  mature. 
White  skin  and  flesh,  sometimes  green  tinted,  mild  flavor;  skin  tight 
and  tough.  Used  mainly  for  onion  sets  and  small  pickling  onions. 

CRYSTAL  WHITE  WAX — Popular  in  the  south.  Large,  silvery,  white  skinned 
variety  of  handsome,  flat  shape  and  very  fine  quality  and  flavor. 

YELLOW  BERMUDA  — A  pale  or  straw  colored  onion  grown  extensively 
in  the  Bermudas  and  southern  part  of  the  United  States  for  early 
shipping  to  northern  markets. 

PARSLEY 

CHAMPION  MOSS  CURLED  —  Dark  green,  finely  cut  and  so  closely  curled 
as  to  resemble  bunches  of  moss.  One  of  the  most  useful  and  decora¬ 
tive  sorts. 

DOUBLE  CURLED  —  Standard  sort  for  outdoor  culture. 

HAMBURG  (ROOTED)  —  Grown  mostly  for  the  thick,  fleshy  roots.  Roots 
nearly  white,  thick  at  neck  and  tapering  to  the  base.  Flesh  is  white 
and  somewhat  dry.  Used  for  flavoring  soups. 

PLAIN  (SINGLE)  —  Leaves  flat,  deeply  cut  but  not  curled.  Often  preferred 
on  account  of  the  very  dark  green  color  as  well  as  its  hardiness  and 
superior  flavor. 
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PARSNIPS  — PEAS 


PARSNIP 

IMPROVED  HOLLOW  CROWN  —  Roots  white,  smooth,  tender,  sugary 
and  of  excellent  flavor.  Very  hardy  and  will  keep  through  winter 
without  protection. 

GUERNSEY  IMPROVED  —  Roots  white,  very  tender,  with  a  smooth,  clean 
skin.  Leaves  grow  from  a  depression  on  the  top  of  the  root. 

PEAS  — SMOOTH  SEED 

ALASKA  —  WILT  RESISTANT  —  Very  early.  Vine  strong  and  vigorous,  of 
a  peculiar  light  green  color.  Pods  straight  and  blunt  at  the  end, 
light  in  color.  Extensively  used  by  canners.  All  Michael-Leonard 
Alaska  seed  is  wilt  resistant. 

FIRST  AND  BEST  (EXTRA  EARLY)  —  Early,  productive,  and  hardy.  Vine 
strong,  uniform,  light  colored.  Pods  straight,  round,  light  colored, 
and  blunt.  Seed  is  small  and  white. 

LAXTON  S  SUPERB  (EARLY  BIRD) —  Hardy.  Dark  green  pods,  semi-broad, 
pointed.  Desirable  as  a  gardener’s  first  crop  pea,  standing  very  early 
planting.  Seed  dark  green,  dimpled. 

DWARF  GREY  SUGAR  —  Edible  pod  variety  —  not  used  for  shelled  peas. 
Early.  Pods  broad,  flat,  and  crooked.  Seed  is  brown  and  smooth. 

PEAS  — WRINKLED  SEED 

ALDERMAN  (DARK  PODDED  TELEPHONE)  —  Large  podded  pea  of  Tele¬ 
phone  type.  Vine  vigorous,  foliage  medium  green.  Pods  broad, 
pointed,  dark  green.  Seed  large,  green. 

AMERICAN  WONDER  —  Vigorous  vines  with  luxuriant  foliage.  Good  for 
private  garden  use  on  account  of  its  dwarf  habit.  Pods  light  col¬ 
ored,  straight,  round,  and  blunt.  Seed  medium  sized  and  square 
at  the  ends. 

CHAMPION  OF  ENGLAND  —  Strong  and  vigorous  in  growth,  foliage 
medium  green.  Pods  blunt,  medium  dark  green.  Seed  large,  green, 
very  much  wrinkled. 

EVERBEARING  —  Vigorous  and  branching.  Pods  broad,  light  colored,  and 
blunt.  Large  green  seed. 

McLEAN’S  LITTLE  GEM  —  Strong  and  vigorous,  dark  foliage.  Pods  almost 
straight,  light  colored,  and  blunt.  Seed  green,  wrinkled,  medium 
sized. 
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PEAS 


GRADUS  (PROSPERITY)  —  Early,  large  podded  variety,  popular  with 
market  gardeners.

Dwarf 
vines,  heavy  crops  of  large,  deep  bluish-green  pods.  Pods  are  quite 
long  and  contain  8  to  10  peas. 

LAXTONIAN  (BLUE  BANTAM)  —  Vine  vigorous  and  productive,  foliage 
dark  green.  Pods  dark  green,  straight,  and  pointed.  Seed  light  green, 
large,  wrinkled,  flattened  and  irregular  in  shape. 

LITTLE  MARVEL  —  Extra  fine  dwarf  sweet  pea.  Pods  larger  than  Nott’s 
Excelsior.  Good  variety  for  either  private  or  market  garden.  Foliage 
and  pods  very  dark  green.  Pods  nearly  round,  square  ended,  very 
dark  green  peas.  Productive,  and  high  quality. 

NOTT’S  EXCELSIOR  —  Resemble  Little  Gem  in  growth,  but  more  dwarf 
and  uniform.  Pods  light  colored,  round,  blunt.  Seed  medium  sized 
and  square  at  ends. 

POTLATCH  —  Strong,  vigorous  vines  with  luxurious,  dark  green  foliage. 
Pods  medium  green,  broad,  pointed.  Seed  large. 
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STRATAGEM  —  Vigorous,  hardy,  high  quality.  Heavy  cropper  although  it 
has  a  tendency  to  sport.  Foliage  dark  green.  Pods  straight,  broad, 
pointed,  dark  green.  Seed  very  large. 
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SUTTON’S  EXCELSIOR  —  Similar  in  growth  to  Nott’s  Excelsior,  but  bears 
very  large,  broad  pods  with  large  peas.  Very  tender  and  flavorful. 
Pods  are  light  in  color  and  blunt. 
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DWARF  TELEPHONE  (DAISY)  —  Vines  medium  green  with  coarse  foliage. 
Pods  broad,  straight,  pale  green.  Peas  fill  the  pods  well,  and  are 
of  excellent  flavor. 
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THOMAS  LAXTON  —  Very  popular  variety.  Vine  and  foliage  moderately 
stout,  medium  green.  Pods  medium  green,  straight,  nearly  round, 
square  ended.  Superior  quality. 
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WORLD’S  RECORD  —  Improved  type  of  Gradus,  slightly  earlier,  more 
dwarf,  true  to  type,  and  productive.  Vines  moderately  strong,  me¬ 
dium  green.  Pods  medium  green,  very  broad,  pointed,  and  well 
filled.  Peas  dark  green  and  exceptional  quality.  Seed  large,  cream 
and  green  color. 
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PEPPER 


BANANA  (LONG  HOT  YELLOW)  —  Plant  upright,  bushy  growth.  Fruits 
long,  slim,  ranging  from  deep  yellow  to  bright  orange,  then  to  bright 
red  upon  ripening.  Tapered  to  a  point.  Very  prolific,  early,  hot  in 
flavor. 

BELL  (BULL  NOSE)  SWEET  — Plant  upright,  strong  growing,  bushy.  Fruits 
squared,  four  lobed,  inverted  bell  shape.  Flesh  thick,  mild  in  flavor. 
Good  for  salads  and  stuffing. 

CALIFORNIA  WONDER  — Plant  strong,  upright.  Fruits  large,  squared, 
four  lobed,  very  thick  walled,  sweet,  and  mild.  From  a  deep  green 
to  a  bright  red  in  color.  Excellent  stuffing  type. 

LONG  SLIM  CAYENNE  —  Long,  slim,  pointed  pod,  bright  red  in  color 
when  ripe.  Extremely  strong  and  pungent. 

CHINESE  GIANT  —  Plant  strong,  bushy  growth.  Fruit  large,  squared,  four 
lobed,  deep  green  to  a  bright  red  color.  Productive,  good  side  wall 
thickness.  Sweet  and  mild. 

PIMENTO  —  Plant  medium  dark,  upright,  very  bushy.  Fruits  heart  shaped, 
smooth,  without  lobes,  deep  green  to  brightest  red.  Very  sweet  and 
mild.  Heavy  producer.  Excellent  canning  variety. 

RUBY  KING  —  Plants  vigorous,  compact,  productive.  Fruits  long  and  of 
deep  green  color  when  young,  bright  red  when  ripe.  Flesh  thick  and 
mild.  Good  variety  for  mangoes  or  stuffed  peppers. 

WORLD  BEATER  —  Fruits  four  lobed,  flesh  very  thick  and  mild.  Produc¬ 
tive  and  a  good  shipper. 
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PUMPKIN 

CONNECTICUT  FIELD  —  Standard  cornfield  vaciety.  Large,  orange  col¬ 
ored,  averaging  25  pounds.  Round,  flat  on  ends,  with  smooth,  hard 
rind.  Flesh  is  thick,  dry,  and  sweet. 

GREEN  STRIPED  CUSHAW  AND  WHITE  CUSHAW  — Fruits  very  large 
with  crooked  neck.  Striped  variety  is  creamy  white  with  green  stripes. 
White  variety  has  no  markings,  and  is  slightly  smaller.  Flesh  light 
yellow,  very  thick,  coarse,  sweet. 

LARGE  CHEESE  (KENTUCKY  FIELD)  — Used  largely  for  canning  and  stock 
feeding.  Fruits  flat,  dull  orange;  flesh  yellow. 

SMALL  SUGAR  (PIE)  —  Small  but  handsome.  Round,  deep  orange,  fine 
grained,  sweet.  Superior  for  pies. 

TENNESSEE  SWEET  POTATO  —  Bell  shaped;  white,  slightly  mottled  with 
light  green.  Flesh  creamy  white,  thick,  fine  grained,  sweet.

CRIMSON  GIANT  —  Largest  round  red.  Tops  small,  upright.  Roots  go  up 
to  1  y2  inches  without  pith.  Globe  shape,  deep  red,  thick  skin.  Flesh 
white,  tender,  crisp. 

EARLY  SCARLET  GLOBE  —  Rich  scarlet,  globe  shape.  Finest  for  forcing, 
does  not  become  pithy  or  lose  flavor.  Best  type  for  gardeners  who 
want  early  market. 

EARLY  SCARLET  TURNIP  —  Early.  Tops  medium,  roots  small,  turnip  shape, 
almost  round,  scarlet,  crisp,  tender. 

FRENCH  BREAKFAST  —  Old  favorite.  Tops  medium  small.  Roots  thicker 
towards  bottom,  scarlet  with  white  tip.  Flesh  white,  crisp,  excellent 
quality. 

LONG  SCARLET  SHORT  TOP — Bright  scarlet,  small  topped,  uniformly 
straight,  smooth,  brittle,  and  crisp.  Standard  variety  of  great  use¬ 
fulness. 

SAXA  —  Principally  forcing  variety.  Tops  very  small,  roots  small,  spherical, 
bright  scarlet.  Flesh  white,  crisp,  mild. 

SPARKLER  WHITE  TIPPED  —  Similar  to  Scarlet  Turnip  White  Tipped  in 
size  and  maturity.  Root  is  rounder  and  white  extends  farther  up. 

WHITE  ICICLE  —  Finest  early  white  variety.  Popular  with  home  gardeners. 
Tops  medium,  roots  long,  tapering,  pure  white,  very  crisp  and  mild. 

WHITE  STRASBURG  —  Large,  showy,  thick  at  shoulder,  tapering  to  a 
point.  Flesh  white,  firm,  mildly  pungent. 

WHITE  STUTTGART  —  Tops  medium  large.  Roots  top  shaped,  white,  and 
mildly  pungent.  Excellent  for  late  summer.  Can  be  used  for  winter 
storage. 

WHITE  TIPPED  SCARLET  TURNIP  —  Excellent  turnip  radish  — a  favorite 
for  early  outdoor  planting.  Roots  slightly  flattened  on  the  under  side. 
Deep  scarlet  with  a  white  tip.  Flesh  white,  best  quality. 

WINTER  VARIETIES 

CALIFORNIA  MAMMOTH  WHITE  —  Large,  heavy  tops.  Roots  large, 
stump  rooted,  thickest  at  bottom,  small  tap  root.  White  skin,  white 
flesh.  Crisp  and  hard,  but  rather  coarse  and  strongly  flavored. 

LONG  BLACK  SPANISH  —  Tops  large  and  heavy.  Roots  large  and  taper¬ 
ing.  Skin  black,  flesh  white.  Very  firm  and  pungent. 

ROUND  BLACK  SPANISH  —  Roots  round  or  top  shaped.  Skin  black,  flesh 
white,  firm,  crisp,  and  highly  flavored.  Good  keeper. 

ROSE  CHINA  WINTER  —  Roots  cylindrical,  or  larger  at  bottom,  tapering 
abruptly  to  a  small  tip.  Skin  very  smooth  and  bright  rose.  Flesh  firm, 
crisp,  tender,  pungent. 
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SALSIFY— SPINACH— SQUASH 


SALSIFY 

MAMMOTH  SANDWICH  ISLAND  —  Roots  7  to  8  inches  long  and  1  to 
IV2  inches  thick.  Skin  almost  white;  flesh  mild  and  delicately 
flavored. 

SPINACH 

GIANT  NOBEL  THICK  LEAF  —  Plants  large,  vigorous,  slow  to  run  to  seed. 
Very  heavy  yielder.  Leaves  medium  green,  thick,  tender.  Best  thick 
leaved  variety. 

KING  OF  DENMARK  —  Best  long  season  spinach,  holding  two  weeks 
longer  before  bolting  to  seed.  Plant  vigorous  and  spreading,  leaves 
large,  rounded,  crumpled,  blistered,  deep  green. 

NEW  ZEALAND  —  Branching,  juicy  leaves,  grows  luxuriously  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  heat.  Plant  three  seeds  per  hill  or  start  under  glass  and 
transplant. 

SAVOY  LEAVED  BLOOMSDALE  —  Plant  in  autumn  for  early  spring  use. 
Upright,  narrow  leaved,  curled  like  Savoy  Cabbage.  Grows  quickly 
but  runs  to  seed. 

SAVOY  BLOOMSDALE  BLIGHT  RESISTANT  (VIRGINIA  SAVOY)  —  Similar 
to  other  Savoys,  but  blight  resistant.  Goes  to  seed  faster. 

SAVOY  BLOOMSDALE  LONG  STANDING  —  Similar  to  old  type,  but 
with  thicker,  more  round  and  lighter  colored  leaf.  Very  slow  to 
bolt  to  seed. 
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SQUASH 


SUMMER  CROOKNECK  —  Standard  early  variety.  Fruits  moderately 
warted,  bright  yellow. 
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EARLY  WHITE  BUSH,  SCALLOPED  —  Most  popular  white  summer  squash. 
Fruits  small,  flat,  scalloped  edges.  Prolific  and  disease  resistant. 
Tender  when  young. 
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ITALIAN  VEGETABLE  MARROW  — Bush  type  vine.  Fruit  long,  thin.  Skin 
smooth,  dark  green,  marbled  with  yellow.  Eaten  very  young. 
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ACORN  (DES  MOINES)  (TABLE  QUEEN)  —  A  trailing  variety  producing 
acorn-shaped  fruit  with  a  thin,  distinctly  ribbed,  dark  green  shell. 
Flesh  light  yellow.  Bakes  well. 
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BUTTERCUP  —  New  variety  of  excellent  quality.  Shell  colored  green  with 
gray  markings.  Flesh  dry,  thick,  and  of  fine  keeping  quality. 
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DELICIOUS — Fruits  broad  top-shaped.  Skin  very  dark  green,  fairly  smooth, 
thin  and  hard.  Flesh  extremely  thick,  bright  yellow,  fine  grained,  dry, 
fiberless,  high  quality. 
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WARTY  HUBBARD  —  Larger  than  regular  Hubbard,  of  equal  quality. 
More  heavily  warted.  Shell  is  dark  green,  almost  black. 
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TOMATOES

BEEFSTEAK  (CRIMSON  CUSHION) — Wilt  resistant,  late  variety.  Plant  open 
in  habit  of  growth,  heavy,  light  green,  vigorous.  Fruits  large,  flat, 
scarlet,  rather  smooth. 

BISON  —  Small,  spreading,  open  growth  with  few  leaves.  Fruits  medium 
small,  flattened  top  globe.  Bright  red,  thin,  tender  skin,  thin  side  wall, 
large  seed  cells.  Very  juicy. 

BONNY  BEST  —  Vine  strong,  fruit  deep  scarlet,  ripening  to  stem.  Flesh 
firm.  Productive.  Desirable  main  crop  variety. 

EARLIANA  —  Popular  early  home  garden  variety.  Fruits  flattened,  medium 
in  size,  deep  scarlet  red,  firm,  fairly  smooth. 

GOLDEN  QUEEN  —  Fruits  large  and  smooth.  Golden  yellow  color,  some¬ 
times  with  a  slight  blush  of  red.  Well  shaped,  superior  flavor. 

GULF  STATE  MARKET  —  Best  of  the  early  purple  fruited  varieties.  Large, 
smooth,  globe  shaped,  solid,  free  from  cracking.  Productive. 

JOHN  BAER  —  Vines  vigorous  and  productive.  Fruit  deep  scarlet-red. 
Early  maturity.  Similar  to  Chalk’s  Early  Jewel. 

MARGLOBE  —  Resistant  to  nailhead  rust  and  fusarium  wilt.  Large,  perfect 
globe-shaped  fruits.  Scarlet.  Spreading  growth,  great  productivity. 

NEW  STONE  —  Vines  vigorous  and  productive.  Fruits  large,  smooth,  solid, 
deep  red,  very  heavy.  Favorite  Conner’s  variety. 

OX  HEART  —  One  of  the  largest  of  all  tomatoes.  Purple  fruits  often  weigh 
1  y2  pounds.  Distinct  "Ox-heart”  shape.  Very  solid  with  few  seed  cells. 

PONDEROSA  —  Purplish-pink  tomato  of  largest  size.  Vigorous  and  pro¬ 
ductive.  Fruit  solid,  fairly  smooth,  good  quality. 

PRITCHARD  (SCARLET  TOPPER) — Wilt  resistant.  Fruits  large,  smooth,  glob¬ 
ular,  solid,  thick  walls  and  cross  sections.  Deep  scarlet.  Splendid 
home  and  market  garden  variety.  Good  shipper. 

RUTGERS  —  Recent  development  introduced  by  New  Jersey  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station.  Fruits  medium  to  large,  similar  in  shape  to  Mar- 
globe,  but  slightly  more  flattened.  Highly  recommended  for  canning 
and  tomato  juice. 
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RUTABAGAS  — TURNIPS 


RUTABAGA 

IMPROVED  AMERICAN  PURPLE  TOP  — Tops  large,  upright.  Roots  yellow 
with  purple  top.  Flesh  pale  yellow,  fine  grained,  sweet  and  tender. 

SWEET  GERMAN  —  Roots  white  with  green  tinted  top,  globe-shaped.  Flesh 
pure  white,  fine  grained,  sweet.  Good  for  table  use  or  for  stock  feed. 


TURNIP 

COW  HORN  (LONG  WHITE)  —  Pure  white  except  for  shade  of  green  at 
the  top.  Carrot-like  in  form,  growing  nearly  half  out  of  the  ground. 
Slightly  crooked. 

EXTRA  EARLY  PURPLE  MILAN  —  Tops  medium,  upright,  strap  leaved.  Roots 
white  with  purple  top,  very  flat.  Flesh  sweet  and  crisp.  Recommended 
for  early  spring  planting. 

EXTRA  EARLY  WHITE  MILAN  —  Tops  small  and  upright.  Roots  pure  white, 
very  flat.  Flesh  sweet  and  crisp.  Used  for  forcing  or  early  spring 
planting.  Very  early. 

POMERANEAN  (LARGE  WHITE  GLOBE)  — One  of  the  most  productive 
kinds,  often  growing  to  10  pounds  weight.  Perfect  globe  shape.  Skin 
white  and  smooth.  Leaves  large  and  dark  green. 

PURPLE  TOP  STRAP  LEAF  —  Tops  medium  large,  upright,  strap  leaved. 
Roots  flat,  white,  with  purple  top.  Flesh  white,  fine  grained  and  sweet. 
Early  variety. 

PURPLE  TOP  WHITE  GLOBE  — Early,  perfectly  globe  shaped.  Good  size 
and  attractive  appearance.  Roots  large,  white  with  purple  top.  Flesh 
is  white,  fine  grained  and  tender.  Best  for  table  when  about  3  inches 
around,  but  can  be  grown  much  larger  for  stock  feeding.  Best  variety 
for  market  gardeners. 

SEVEN  TOP  FOR  TURNIP  GREENS —Extremely  hardy  foliage  turnip  for 
table  and  forage  use.  Root  woody  and  inedible.  Crown  sends  up 
numerous  leafy  shoots  which  are  excellent  for  greens  and  for  stock 
grazing. 

SHOGOIN  (JAPANESE  FOLIAGE)  —  Popular  in  the  south.  Quick  growing. 
Bright  green,  strap  leaves.  Roots  globular,  smooth,  white,  excellent 
quality.  Louse  proof. 

WHITE  FLAT  DUTCH,  STRAP  LEAF  —  Tops  small,  light  green,  strap  leaved. 
Roots  white,  flat,  fine  grained,  sweet.  Good  for  early  planting. 

YELLOW  ABERDEEN,  PURPLE  TOP  — Hardy,  productive,  and  a  good 
keeper.  Pale  yellow  with  purple  top.  Firm,  keeps  very  well. 

YELLOW  GLOBE  —  Tops  large,  upright.  Roots  globe-shaped,  pale  yellow. 
Flesh  firm,  pale  yellow. 
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
